In 
these conditions the task of defending peace is a most important and urgent 
matter. Peoples are increasingly more resolutely coming out against the 
threat of nuclear war. Your movement, which unites people of differing 
political views and ideologies, who are actively working in the ranks of 
champions of peace, serves this noble cause. 


The USSR inalterably pursues a policy of peace. Characterizing the Soviet 
Union's relations with the countries of Asia, L. I. Brezhnev stressed that 
"...0ur policy on this continent, just as on all others, is a policy of 
strengthening peace and firm resistance to the enemies of peace, a policy of 
peaceful ccoperation with all who wish peace, a policy of fraternal friendship 
with the socialist countries, solidarity with all forces of social progress, 
and defense of the sovereign rights of peoples. We shall never depart from 
this firm Leninist foundation of our foreign policy.” 


The recently-advanced peace initiatives and the Soviet Union's pledge not to 
be the first to use nuclear weapons constitute one more convincing evidence of 
our dedication to the ideals of peace and social progress. I wish the con- 
ference success.

Ch. Jugder on Tasks of Buddhists 


Ulaanbaatar MONTSAME in Russian 1956 GMT 16 Aug 82 


[Text] An urgent, paramount task for us is to eliminate all focal points of 

war and tension on the Asian continent, to achieve peaceful settlement of dis- 
putes between nations, and to defend security in this region by collective ef- 
forts, stated C. Jugder, general secretary of the ABCP [Asian Buddhist Con- 
ference for Peace]. He presented an address at the Sixth General Conference of 
the ABCP. In conformity with the interests and demands of this struggle is the 
MPR initiative calling for signing a convention on nonaggression and repudia- 
tion of force among the nations of Asia and the Pacific basin, which constitutes 
proof and a logical consequence of our country's peace-seeking foreign policy. 


In the opinion of Buddhists, truly enormous benefit will be gained by inm- 
plementation of the constructive proposals and timely initiatives of the USSR, 
which propose concrete measure to achieve mutual trust in the Far Eart, to 
implement the ideas of turning the Indian Ocean into a zone of peace and es- 
tablishing a zone of peace and stability in Southeast Asia, on settling the 

Near Eastern problem, problems of the Persian Gulf, etc. This in turn will not 
only hinder the development of a new explosive situation in Asia but also to a 
considerable degree will help improve the international political climate. Pain 
and anger are aroused in our hearts by the atrocities perpetrated by the 

Israeli aggressors who, with the open connivance and support by the United 
States, are spreading death and grief on Lebanese soil. We express our solidar- 
ity with the people of Lebanon and the Palestine Liberation Organization, which 
are displaying courage and heroism in the struggle against the foe. 


The most important thing for us at the contemporary stage is to prevent a 
nuclear catastrophe, noted Ch. Jugder. In present-day conditions neither 
sword nor flame can serve as means to settle disputes, and settlement of dis- 
putes with the aid of nuclear weapons is particularly out of the question. 

We want reason, which is the source of all good, to triumph over stupidity and 
ignorance, which bring evil and suffering. The only reasonable solution is a 
sober policy and honest, fruitful negotiations to ensure genuine disarmamen®. 


Indeed, there is nothing in the world more important than to ensure a lasting 
peace. The colossal stockpiles of death-dealing arms which have been amassed 
represent a global danger of nuclear war. Hence the sacred duty, the sacred 
obligation of the followers of Buddha to convince people that an insane mili- 
tarist policy is leading to an unchecked arms race, which is swallowing up much 
manpower, resources, and material goods. The Buddhists of Asia, true to the 
noble teaching of Buddha, stand firm for an immediate, urgent banning of 
weapons, particularly nuclear. 


We Buddhists, the speaker stated, focus our main attention on guaranteeing 
peace and security in Asia, where we live and pray, for peace and friendship 
among peoples. In various parts of this continent peoples are frequently the 
victimes of armed aggression, suffering, oppression and injustice as a con- 
sequence of overt and covert provocations on the part of aggressive reactionary 
forces. There exist focal points d tension here which directly threaten peace 

















and security, and new hot spots frequently arise. The imperialists, great- 
power chauvinists and militarists are stepping up their activities, entering 
conspiracies with one another. We must never forget that if these machinations 
are not promptly ripped in the bud, they may become a real and present danger 
to the cause of peace in Asia ani throughout the world, to national in- 
dependence and social progress. 


Decisive Condemnation 
Ulaanbaatar MONTSAME in Russian 2016 GMT 16 Aug 82 


[Text]! The participants in the Sixth General Conference of the ABCP, being 
held in Ulaanbaatar, unanimously adopted a declaration which resolutely con- 
demns Israel's barbaric aggression against Lebanon. 


We, followers of the Lord Buddha, attending the Sixth General Conference of 
Asian Buddhists for Peace, follow with profound feelings of compassion, alarm 
and concern the continuing Israeli aggression against the Lebanese and 
Palestinian peoples. No honorable person can remain indifferent to the 

foul deeds being committed by the Israeli Zionists on Lebanese soil, the 
declaration notes. 


The Israeli aggressors donot conceal their intentions to enlarge their ter- 
ritory at the expense of neighboring sovereign nations, just as they did to 

the Palestinians, occupying their land, stripping them of property and shelter, 
and banishing them from their homeland, the document states. At the same time 
they pursue the objective of destroying the Palestine Liberation Organization, 
which is the sole legitimate spokesman of its people and vanguard in its 
struggle for self-determination, including establishment of their own 


sovereign state. 


Fully supporting the UN Security Council resolution pertaining to the current 
Israeli aggression in Lebanon, we resolutely demand their immediate implementa- 
tion. If the aggressor continues ignoring the demands of the world com- 
munity, the UN must apply severe sancticns in order to stop the high-handed 
Israeli aggressors. Justice must triumph and the right of the Arab people of 
Palestine to life, freedom, and independent development must be secured, the 
declaration states. 


We demand an immediate end to the military intervention in Lebanon and call upon 
all men of good will, all those to whom the ideals of peace and justice are 
dear, to condemn the criminal actions of the Israel‘ aggressors and their 
American protectors, and to campaign even more resolutely for normalization of 
the situation in this region and for convening an international conference on 
the Near East, in which all interested parties should participate, including 

the PLO, the document stresses. 














Mibu Speech 
Ulaanbaatar MONTSAME in Russian 2026 GMT 16 Aug 82 


[Text] Sh. Mibu, vice president of the ABCP, addressing the Sixth General 
Conference of the ABCP in Ulaanbaatar, stated that the arms race, which is 
grounded on the erroneous idea that peace can be maintained only by force of 
arms, represents a serious threat to the existence of all living things. The 
United States, which is playing a leading role in escalation of the arms race, 
is strengthening its military bases in Asia, viewing it as a zone of U.S. 
global strategic interests. In the Far East joint military maneuvers by the 
United States, Japan, and South Korea have turned Japan into a nuclear base. 
They have trampled the three nonnuclear principles of Japan's national policy, 
which state that Japan will never produce nuclear weapons, will never possess 
or deploy nuclear weapons on its territory. The continuing process of 
rapprochement between the United States, China, and Taiwan is also fraught 
with the serious danger of outbreak of another war in Southeast Asia, 
stressed the Japanese religious leader. 





Just as in the Far East, the United States has built nuclear bases in the 
Indian Ocean zone, has deployed rapid deployment forces there, and is forcing 
intermediate-range missiles on Europe. All this persuasively attests to the 
escalation of the global strategy of the United States, which is playing its 
cards on nuclear weapons. 


Accelerated militarization of Asian countries allied with the United States, 
stated Sh. Mibu, is leading to an unprecedented growth of military expenditures 
and to excessive cuts in funds for education and public welfare. 


We condemn and protest the very existence of nuclear arms. Nuclear weapons 
should not be used under any condition. We welcome the Soviet Union's 
proposal for a pledge repudiating first use of nuclear weapons. We demand the 
total scrapping of nuclear weapons and, ultimately, total and universal 
disarmament. 


The ABCP strongly supports the peoples of Indochina, which are waging a con- 
sistent struggle for their territorial integrity, for freedom and national 
independence. The ABCP supports the initiative of Vietnam, Laos and Kampuchea 
aimed at strengthening peace and security in East and Southeast Asia. The 
situation remains unstable in Southeast Asia. Attempts to restore the former 


genocide regime in Kampuchea are continuing. 


The ABCP expresses its complete solidarity with the Kampuchean people, which is 
engaged in a resolute struggie in defense of its freedom, national in- 
dependence, and religion. 


The United States is implementing a policy of force in the Indian Ocean and 

Pacific regions, is stationing "rapid deployment" forces and establishing 

military bases in the Indian Ocean, and is arming its air and naval forces with 

nuclear and other weapons. It is our noble duty to transform this part of our 

planet, including the Indian Ocean, into a zone [of peace] and to secure the 

withdrawal of foreign troops. ’ 











Justice demands, the speaker noted, that the Israeli invaders be expelled from 
the historic lands of the Arab peoples. The Palestinian people should be given 
the right to freedom, independence, territorial integrity, and to establi h 
their own state.

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COMMUN IQUE ON DUGERSUREN'S OFFICIAL VISIT TO INDIA RELEASED

[Text] The following is a complete text of the joint communiqué on the MPR 
minister of foreign affairs’ visit to India. 


At the invitation of Mr P. V. Narasimha Rao, minister of external affairs of 
the Republic of India, Mangalyn Dugersuren, minister of foreign affairs of the 
Mongolian People's Republic, paid an official visit to India on 12-15 August 
1982. 


MPR Minister of Foreign Affairs M. Dugersuren was received by the president of 
India, His Excellency Mr Zail Singh, by the vice-president of India, His 
Excellency Mr M. Hidayatullah, and by India's prime minister, Her Excellency 
Mrs Indira Gandhi, with whom he had cordial talks. 


Talks were held between the MPR minister of foreign affairs and the minister 

of external affairs of the Republic of India on bilateral, regional, and inter- 
national problems of mutual interest. These talks were held in an atmosphere 
of friendship and complete mutual understanding. Both parties noted with 
satisfaction identical or similar positions on a broad range of issues. 


Both parties expressed their satisfaction that relations between the two 
countries are successfully developing in various areas. 


They affirmed their governments’ resolve to strengthen friendship and coopera- 
tion between them and to continue expanding cultural, trade and other rela- 
tions in the spirit of the joint declaration made in 1973 during Yumjaagiyn 
Tsedenbal's visit to India, and on the basis of trade and cultural agreements 
concluded between the two countries, for the good of the peoples of both 
countries and in the interests of the cause of peace and stability in Asia and 
throughout the world. 


During the visit by the minister of foreign affairs of the Mongolian People's 
Republic, a protocol on cooperation in the area of agriculture was signed, 
as well as a 2-year program of cooperation in the area of public health 
between the two countries.

The MPR minister of foreign affairs informed India's minister of external affairs 
on achievements by the Mongolian people in this country's socioeconomic develop- 
ment, on MPR foreign-policy activity aimed at protecting and strengthening the 
cause of peace, national independence and social progress of peoples, and at 
development of good-neighbor relations among the nations of Asia. In this 
connection he explained the proposal by the government of the MPR to conclude 

a convention of nonaggression and repudiation of force in relations among the 
nations of Asia and the Pacific. The Indian side welcomed the noble aspira- 
tion which had guided the government of the Mongolian People's Republic in 
advancing this proposal. 


India's minister of external affairs explained the position of the government of 
India on current international issues. He told of the dialogue in progress 
among the countries of Southern Asia on regional cooperation, as well as the 
state of affairs in the nonalignment movement, stressing India's deep devotion 
to this movement. The Mongolian side praised the positive role which India is 
playing in the nonalignment movement. 


In discussing the situation in Asia and the world, both parties expressed 
serious concern over aggravation of the international situation, the growing 
nuclear threat, and stressed the need for stepped-up efforts on the part of all 
nations for the purpose of spreading the process of détente to all parts of the 
world, adopting meaningful measures in the area of disarmament, preventing a 
nuclear catastrophe and establishing a firm peace and stability. Both parties 
reafiirmed their adherence to the principles of peaceful coexistence and 
standards of mutual relations between nations as specified by the UN Charter, 
viewing them as the basis for strengthening international peace, cooperation 
and mutual understanding. 


Both ministers emphasized the need to take positive and effective steps toward 
disarmament, nuclear disarmament in particular. In this connection they ex- 
pressed the hope that the Soviet Union and the United States would be able to 
reach a mutual acceptable agreement on limiting and ceasing the production and 
stockpiling of nuclear arms. 


Both parties expressed extreme concern over deterioration of the situation in 
Western Asia as a consequence of Israel's barbaric aggression against the 
Lebanese and Palestinian peoples. They once again demanded an immediate cessa- 
tion of hostilities and unconditional withdrawal of Israel's forces to within 
its internationally recognized borders. Both sides noted that the present 
situation attests to the need to respect the right of the Palestinian people 

to establish their own state. 


Both sides expressed hope for an early end to the tragic war between Iran and 
Iraq. India's minister of external affairs discussed the efforts being under- 
taken by the nonaligned nations to settle the conflict through negatiations. 


Discussing the question of Afghanistan, both parties expressed the hope that 
conditions of peace and security would soon be reestablished by means of a 
political settlement based on full respect for the right of the Afghan people 
to determine their own destiny. 














Both parties discussed the situation in Southeast Asia, expressing the hope 
that the countries of this region will soon be able to overcome existing dif- 
ferenc?s in order to reestablish conditions of peace and stability in the 
countries of Indochina, following decades of wars and conflicts, without out- 
side interference. Both parties believe that a constructive dialogue between 
the nations of Indochina and the ASEAN member countries would make an 
appreciable contribution toward achieving this goal. 


Both ministers reaffirmed their support for the just struggle by the peoples 
of Namibia and South Africa against the forces of colonialism, racial 
discrimination and apartheid. 


Both parties confirmed their support of the UN resolution declaring the Indian 
Ocean to be a zone of peace and the decision to convene an international con- 
ference on this question in 1983. 


Both parties expressed resolve to act vigorously on behalf of peace and coopera- 
tion in the international arena and reaffirmed their endeavor to strengthen the 
United Nations Organization. 


The ministers voiced support for efforts directed toward establishment of a new 
international economic order on the basis of equality and mutually beneficial 
cooperation. 


The ministers expressed satisfaction with the useful exchange of views, which 
has promoted further expansion of friendly relations and cooperation between 
the two countries. 


The MPR minister of foreign affairs expressed thanks to the government and 
people of India for the warm reception and cordial hospitality shown to him 
and his party. 


M. Dugersuren invited His Excellency Mr P. V. Narasimha Rao to pay an official 
visit to the MPR at a time convenient to him. The invitation was accepted with 
thanks. 
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COMMUNIQUE ON DUGERSUREN'S OFFICIAL VISIT TO INDONESIA ISSUED

[Text] The following is a complete text of a joint statement on the Indonesia 
visit by MPR Minister of Foreign Affairs M. Dugersuren at the invitation of 
M. Kusumaatmadja, minister of foreign affairs of the Republic of Indonesia. 


At the invitation of Professor Doctor Mochtar Kusumaatmadja, minister of 
foreign affairs of the Republic of Indonesia Mangalyn Dugersuren, minister of 
foreign affairs of the MPR, paid an official visit to the Republic of Indonesia 
on 15-18 August 1982. 


During his stay in Indonesia, the MPR minister of foreign affairs was received 
by His Excellency President Soeharto and His Excellency Vice-President Adam 
Malik. He had talks with Minister of Foreign Affairs Professor Doctor M. 
Kusumaatmadja and Minister of Information Ali Moertopo. 


The MPR minister of foreign affairs attended the president's address before the 
House of Representatives of the Indonesian Parliament and took part in the flag- 
raising ceremony at Merdeka [Independence] Palace on the occasion of 

celebration of the 37th anniversary of proclamation of the Republic of Indonesia. 
He also visited the park “Indonesia in Miniature.” 


The ministers expressed their satisfaction with the present state of relations 
between the two countries and noted that their further development will serve 
the interests of the two peoples and will promote the cause of strengthening 
peace and security in Asia. 


The two ministers of foreign affairs held fruitful talks and a useful exchange 
of views on issues of mutual interest and concern. The talks were conducted in 
a most cordial atmosphere. They informed one another on their respective 
countries’ achievements in the area .f socioeconomic development, and also 
discussed the international situation, focusing particular attention on recent 
events in Asia and in the Near East. 


Both ministers expressed their concern over deterioration in the international 
situation, which is inconsistent with the positive trend in world development 
and international détente, peaceful cooperation among nations and national in- 
dependence of peoples. Both ministers highly praised the efforts of peoples 
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directed toward banning nuclear weapons and expressed the hope that these 
efforts will ultimately lead to a total ban on nuclear weapons use. 


Both ministers believe that banning the use of force in international relations 
and peaceful resolution of disputes constitute the principal condition for con- 
solidation of peace and security for the peoples of Asia. 


In this connection the Indonesian minister of foreign affairs took due note of 
a proposal by the MPR which calls for a convention on mutual nonaggression and 
repudiation of force in relations among the nations of Asia and the Pacific. 


Both ministers expressed their comcern over aggravation of the Near Eastern 
conflict as a result of the Israeli aggression against the Republic of Lebanon 
and condemned the military actions taken against the Palestinian people. Both 
ministers demanded that Israel unconditionally withdraw all its forces to with- 
in its internationally acknowledged borders. The ministers urged a just solu- 
tion to the Palestine problem in conformity with UN resolutions. 


Both ministers urged stepped-up efforts by the peoples of Southeast Asia to 
turn this region into a zone of peace, freedom, and neutrality. 


The ministers affirmed that their countries would continue their efforts to 
implement the UN resolutions declaring the Indian Ocean to be a zone of peace 
and to convene an international conference on this question in 1983. 


Both ministers reaffirmed te total support of their governments for the con- 
tinued struggle by the peoples of Southern Africa against the pernicious sys- 
tem of apartheid and the struggle of the Namibian people for independence. 


Both ministers agreed that the of the nonaligned movement is an important 
factor in the struggle for decv.s zation and for maintaining international 
peace and security. 


The ministers agreed to cooperate closely in efforts directed at establishing 
a new international economic order on the basis of equality and mutually 
beneficial cooperation. 


The ministers of foreign affairs were in agreement in their view that peaceful 
unification of Korea will serve the vital interests of strengthening peace 
and security in Asia. 


They expressed their concern regarding the Iran-Iraq conflict and stressed the 
need to resolve this issue as soon as possible through negotiations. 


Indonesia's minister of foreign affairs expressed his conviction that the 
visit by the MPR minister of foreign affairs would constitute an important con- 
tribution to the cause of further development of good relations between the 
two countries. 


The MPR minister of foreign affairs expressed his thanks to the government and 


people of the Republic of Indonesia for the friendly reception and warm 
hospitality given to him and his party during the Indonesia visit. 
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M. Dugersuren reaffirmed that his government's invitation to His Excellency

[Text] Even though Mongolia and Cuba are located very far from one another, 
solid friendship and growing cooperation bring them constantly closer. 
Specifically, so that he might talk to us about this cooperation, the news- 
man of BOHEMIA ECONOMICA had an interview with Gombosurenguin 

Dashdavaa, ambassador extraordinary ad plenipotentiary of the People's Re- 
public of Mongolia in Cuba. 


"It can be said," the Mongolian ambassador began, “that cooperation between 
Mongolia and Cuba began on the same date that diplomatic relations were 
estatlished between the two countries in 1960." 


Then the ambassador recalled that on 7 December 1960 the government delega- 
tions of Mongolia and Cuba, in addition to the agreement on the establish- 
ment of diplomatic relations, signed commercial and cultural cooperation ac- 
cords. 


"But this cooperation,” the Mongolian ambassaior continued, “achieved an even 
faster rate following the historic visits of Comrade Raul Castro Ruz in 
Mongolia and of Comrade Yumjaagiyn Tsendenbal in Cuba in 1972. Truly, these 
high-level visits initiated a new stage in relations between our two states.” 
Ambassador Dashdavaa, who was press attache at the Mongolian Embassy in Havana 
a few years ago, has not forgotten his Spanish, which he speaks with great 
fluency. Additionally, he professes great affection for our country. 


Regarding the scientific-technical aspects included in the cooperation agree- 
ments, Ambassador Dashdavaa told us that this all began in 1972 with the sign- 
ing of an agreement by the Cuban and Mongolian Governments during the visit to 
Cuba of the first secretary of the People's Revolutionary Party and chairman 
of the presidium of the People's Great Hural of Mongolia, Yumjaagiyn 
Tsencenbal. 


The Mongolian ambassador noted that the cooperation involves public health, 
agriculture, statistics, geology, and architecture, singling out the agree-

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“Accelerated Development Plan of Science and Technology in the Republic of 
Cuba up to 1990." 


Regarding the level reached through bilateral cooperation and the fields that 
it includes, Ambassador Dashdavaa, after qualifying it as good, recalled that 
these fields are culture, in which area the first agreement was signed in 
1960 and renewed in 1975, science, education and trade.

training of Mongolian physicians in Cuba for periods of between 6 months and 

2 years; and the results achieved in the past 5 years by an international 
geological expedition exploring for new mineral deposits with the participa- 
tion of Cuban specialists in each case. 


Finally, the ambassador, evaluating the cooperation between Mongolia and 
Cuba, stressed that “it is gratifying that a high level of friendship and 
cooperation has been achieved through the friendly and fraternal bonds that 
unite our parties, governments, and peoples and thanks to the fraternal help 
of the Soviet Union and other courtries of the socialist community."

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USSR PAPER INTERVIEWS MONGOLIAN FARMING MINISTER

{Interview with Mongolian Agriculture Minister S. Sodnomdorj by unnamed cor- 
respondent: “Good Fruits of Cooperation" ] 


[Text] At the request of a SELSKAYA ZHIZN correspondent Mongolian Agriculture 
Minister S. Sodnomdorj speaks about the development of the country's agrarian 
sector and about the development of the country's agrarian sector and about 
Mongolian-Soviet cooperation. 


[Question] Please describe the achievements of Mongolian rural workers imple- 
menting the 18th Mongolian People’s Revolutionary Party [MPRP] Congress de- 
cisions, 


[Answer] In the Party Central Committee report to the 18th MPRP Congress 
Comrade Yu. Tsedenbal clearly defined the main tasks in the development of 
Mongolia‘s agriculture. In the new 5-year plan, he said, the party will con- 
sistently implement a policy of ensuring stable growth in agricultural output 
by further strengthening the material and technical base of agriculture and 
improving production organization. In resolving this task it is necessary to 
rely on making the maximum use of the advantages of the public sector and 
introducing scientific and technical achievements and progressive experience. 





In 1981-1985 30 percent more capital investments are being channeled into 
strengthening the production base of agriculture than in the previous 5-year 
plan. The average annual volume of agricultural output will increase 22-26 
percent. Here it should especially be noted that the Soviet Union's cczrre- 
hensive disinterested fraternal assistance in the present 5-year period, as 
previously, will play the decisive role in the progressive development of our 
country’s agriculture. 


[Question] What are the main directions of Soviet-Mongolian cooperation in the 
sphere of agriculture? 


[Answer] Among the fundamental questions of Soviet-Mongolian cooperation which 
Comrades L, I, Brezhnev and Yu. Tsedenbal discussed at the Crimea meeting in 
August 1981 there were also questions of cooperation in the sphere of agri- 
culture, It was pointed out that the Soviet Union will continue to give 
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Mongolia assistance in developing the key sector of its economy--livestock 
raising. Soviet specialists will participate in drafting a comprehensive 
plan for the development of Mongolia’s agricultural production in the 
eighties. 


There are now operating in Mongolia more than 40 state farms and fodder farms, 
agricultural associations and mechanized dairy units built with the USSR's as- 
sistance. They produce half the output of the state sector. 


The construction of large well-appointed state farms, livestock units, live- 
stock-raising premises, veterinary laboratories and stations, repair work- 
shops for tractors and agricultural machinery, fodder procurement shops, ir- 
rigation systems and others is being carried out and planned in the current 
5-year plan with resources and means from the Soviet Union. 


The USSR*s assistance is aimed above all at ensuring the stable development of 
livestock raising, which accounts for three-fourths of all Mongolian agri- 
cultural output. This 5-year plan will see the construction of 4,400 premises 
for cattle, 8,600 for sheep and goats, 230 premises to house fine-wool and 
semifine-wool sheep, 200 stations for the artificial insemination of agri- 
cultural animals and 7,000 watering stations for the irrigation of approxi- 
mately 12 million hectares of pasture. 


For the purposes of improving fodder supplies for livestock raising, particu- 
larly in the winter and spring period, the 18th Party Congress set the task of 
tncreasing fodder units by 1985. This task will be realized in close cooper- 
ation with the Soviet Union. 


[Question] In addition to the development of livestock raising in Mongolia, 
great attention is devoted to arable farming. How is our country's cooper- 
ation developing in this sphere? 


[Ansver] At the end of the fifties a broad assault on the Mongolian virgin 
lands began following an MPRL appeal. Careful study of the Soviet virgin- 
land farmers’ experience was of inestimable assistance here. Siviet people 
helped to plow the first furrows and instructed peasants in the difficult 
trade of machine operator. The area of arable land in Mongolia now totals 
more than 1 million hectares, and it is planned to open up a further 250,000- 
300,000 hectares in the current 5-year plan. It is planned to increase the 
average annual volume of grain production 82 percent compared with the pre- 
vious 5-year plan, that of potatoes 78 percent, and that of vegetables 81 
percent, This strenuous program is to be implemented by extending the crop 
areas and raising the yields of agricultural crops. 


[Question] Questions of improving the efficiency of cooperation in the sphere 
of agriculture were examined at the 23d session of the Soviet-Mongolian Inter- 
government Commission on Economic, Scientific and Technical Cooperation. What 
is to be done in this connection? 


[Answer] An important condition for the highly efficient working of the agri- 
cultural projects built with the USSR's assistance is to provide them with 
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national specialist cadres and skilled workers. This is why the question of 
training cadres is the chief one today. This year approximately half the 
graduates of our educational institutions have been sent to these farms. It 
is planned to have more than 300 farm spec-_alists, scientific employees, 
teachers and skilled workere undergo training and instruction in the USSR 
every year on courses for raising qualifications. Measures are being taken 
to improve the working and living conditions of machine operators an workers 
locally--on state and fodder farms. Their work is profided with material in- 
centives. 


The forms of our cooperation in the sphere of agriculture, Comrade S. 


Sodnomdorj said in conclusions, are becoming broader and more diverse every 
year and yielding increasingly palpable fruit.
